The turkey 

Rosie Dugard of dugardanddaughters.com, Herne Hill 


What qualities should you look for 
when buying your turkey? 

A free-range bronze turkey from a 
reputable farm. You want it to have 
been slow-grown, fed an additive-free 
diet, dry-plucked and hung, as this all 
adds to the rich flavours. It will cost 
more than a frozen or non free-range 
bird, but it’s worth it when it comes to 
the eating! Our turkeys come from 
Nick & Jacob at Fosse Meadows Farm, 
we work with them week in week out 
as we stock their free-range chickens, 
so we have a great relationship and 
know their free-range birds are top 
quality in terms of taste and welfare. 

What size turkey should you buy? 

This can be tricky! Appetites vary and 


some festive feasters want leftovers 
for late-night turkey sandwiches, 
whereas others are happy to finish the 
bird in one go... but a reasonable 
guide for whole turkeys is 500g per 
person, which should leave some 
tasty leftovers. 

What’s your top turkey cooking tip? 

Keep a Christmas dinner diary. Write 
up your bird weight, cooking times, 
side dishes, party size and make 
notes after the meal. It’s a long-term 
project but it does start to pay off. 

What’s your top tip for a fun, fabulous, 
stress-free Christmas? 

Bucks Fizz for breakfast always works 
in our house!

We prefer Ambrolauri Nordman Fir seeds from 
Georgia as we have found them to grow into 
the fullest most evenly shaped trees. 

Tell us about your services...

We'll 
install and decorate your tree while you sit 
back, relax and watch the creation of your 
perfect Christmas theme, from our Scandi- 
inspired Nordic Enchantment Collection to our 
Jewelled Opulence Collection full of luxurious 
textures.

What are your top tree-decorating tips?

Test the lights before putting 
them on the tree and then decorate colour by 
colour to ensure you get an even spread.

They're chipped, recycled and go back into 
the circle of life!

If you could only have three bottles 
of wine over Christmas, what would 
you recommend? 

You just have to start with a good 
fizz, whether it’s a Cava, Prosecco, 
Champagne, English Sparkling, 

Cremant or any of the other numerous 
types of sparkling wines. Follow that 
with a nicely oaked Chardonnay for the 
turkey or chicken, then serve a good late 
bottle vintage port or an aged tawny 
port with the cheese course. 

If people prefer beer with their Christmas 
dinner, what goes well with turkey? 

You can’t go wrong with a good Belgian 
Trippel Ale, Blonde or a Dubbel. They 
come in attractive looking 750ml bottles 


so they look great on the table. And, more 
importantly, they’re amazing all-rounders 
with Christmas fare. Also, on the whole, 
they will satisfy wine lovers who might 
sneer at beer! 

Sticking with beer, what would stand up 
to a good Stilton? 

As a general rule always try and pair 
stronger flavoured foods with a similarly 
punchy drink. I always have a big stout 
with my big blue cheeses, but my 
colleague favours big IPAs with them. Go 
for the Imperial ones, such as Magic Rock 
Brewery’s Bearded Lady, or Lervig’s and 
Evil Twin’s collaboration, Big ASS Money 
Stout. The former is a mere 10.5%, the 
latter a beast of a stout at 17.5%! 


Relax and treat yourself

What treatment would you recommend 
for stressed Christmas elves?

The Camberwell comedian celebrates the area’s growing art scene 


I t’s gone and done it again - the year has melted 
away. Twenty-sixteen beckons and I’m still 
writing 2013 on cheque stubs. Yes, I’ve still got 
a chequebook, and a Filofax for that matter, a 
word my hairdresser swore blind she’d never in her 
young life heard. ‘Why don’t you just ask Siri to 
remind you what to do?’ she asked, confused that 
I should need such a thing as a paper 
diary. I tried to explain to her that I 
don’t trust Siri, or as my 86 year-old 
mother calls him, ‘the daft singing 
man with the microphone’. 

Times change. When I first arrived 
in Camberwell, back in the dark ages, 
jogging hadn’t been invented and the 
professional dog walker belonged to 
the future. Now, every single day a 
tangle of leads passes by my house, 
as four or five doggies are taken to play in the park, 
the big ones straining to get away from the little 
ones with the short legs at the back, trying to keep 
up. A bit like the joggers, really. 

For the umpteenth time, I am back out on the 
road with a new solo show, How to be a Middle 
Aged Woman (Without Going Insane ), and every 
time I come home I hear of new plans for 
Camberwell, like the redevelopment of The Green 
for starters, complete with meadow, new play area 
and pedestrian access to the pretty new library. Plus, 
the South London Gallery has been gifted the old 
Kennedy Sausage factory opposite (once Peckham 
Road Fire Station) by an anonymous benefactor, 
and will be developing it into more exhibition and 
performance spaces. 


In my dreams, Camberwell would have an 
arts centre and I would run it. I love arts centres. 

I perform in a lot of them all over the country. 

The best ones have drop-in yoga and drawing 
lessons, they run exhibitions and gigs side by side, 
they are flexible spaces designed to be used by all 
the community. The well-run ones are worth their 
weight in gold; the bad ones smell 
of failure. If I ran Camberwell Arts 
Centre, or CAC (an unfortunate 
acronym), there would be an ace 
cafe, free Wi-Fi, a creche, stuff for 
old people, a drama club for kids and 
all the best stand-up, poetry, theatre 
and music. 

There’s more good news down 
the road in Vauxhall, where Damien 
Hirst has gifted south London with 
a sumptuous new gallery. He had converted what 
looks like an entire back street of ex-industrial 
buildings and theatrical warehouses into a vast, 
brilliant white backdrop for his own private 
collection. Free to the public, the gallery has kicked 
off with an exhibition of abstract artist John 
Hoyland’s large-scale works dating from 1964 to 
1982 (running until April 2016). Hats off to Hirst! 
You can be as snide as you like about his work 
(I’m a fan, as it happens), but this ex-Goldsmiths 
boy has done good and its great to have another 
arty destination on our side of the river. 

So roll on Christmas and let’s raise a New Year’s 
toast to south London, because even this Grumpy 
Old Woman can see there are reasons to be cheerful 
in 2016!

Hosting family on Boxing Day? Try this simple roast wild sea bass dish 



Ask your fishmonger to clean 
and scale the fish as it's a messy 
job. And when roasting anything 
on the bone, rest it before 
serving to allow the residual 
heat to complete the 
cooking. 


B oxing Day is a tricky day to 

host a lunch. Hampered by the 
previous day’s indulgencies 
you’ll want to avoid another 
challenging morning in the kitchen. I 
suggest roasting a wild sea bass with a 
healthy selection of winter vegetables; 
it’s dead simple to prepare, easy to cook, 
and it looks wonderful served whole at 
the table for everyone to share. 

The first step is to choose the right 
size fish. To be generous you’ll 
want to serve at least 200g of 
fish per person, so bearing in 
mind you’ll lose about half 
the weight to the head and 
bones, you’ll need to allow 
for approximately 400g per 
person. Ask your fishmonger 
to clean and scale the fish as 
it’s a particularly messy job. If 
you do scale the bass yourself beware 
of the fins - they are very sharp! 

Half an hour before cooking give the 
bass a good wash in cold water, then dry 
thoroughly and leave out of the fridge to 
come to room temperature. Now cut three 
deep slashes in each side of the bass to 
allow the heat to penetrate quickly and 
evenly. It’s very important that the fish is 
as dry as possible before you put it into 
the oven, as you need a high dry heat to 
roast effectively, so pat dry once again 
with kitchen paper before seasoning and 
placing the aromatics in the cavity. 

Finally, when roasting anything on 
the bone it’s essential to rest it before 
serving to allow the residual heat to 
complete the cooking process.

ROAST WILD SEA BASS WITH WINTER VEGETABLES & AIOLI 


• Serves: 6 

• Preparation time: 30 minutes 

• Cooking time: 40 minutes 

1 wild sea bass, approx 2.4kg (ask your 
fishmonger to clean and scale it) 

12 Jerusalem artichokes, peeled and cut 
in half lengthwise 

3 heads of fennel, trimmed and quartered, 
fronds reserved 

4 shallots, sliced 

6 carrots, peeled and roughly chopped 

2 lemons 

1 head of garlic, cloves separated (but 
not peeled) 

Winter greens 

3 bay leaves 
200g mayonnaise 

Pinch saffron and smoked paprika 


1 Pre-heat the oven to 190°C. 

2 Toss the artichokes, shallots, garlic cloves, 
fennel and carrots in a light olive oil. Season and 
scatter into a large oven dish. Roast for 10 mins. 

3 Dry the bass thoroughly, brush with a light olive 
oil and season generously inside and out. Push 

a chopped shallot, three bay leaves and a few 
slices of lemon into the cavity. 

4 Place the bass on top of the vegetables and 
roast for 20 minutes. 

5 Remove from the oven and rest for 5 minutes 
to allow the residual heat to complete the 
cooking process. 

6 In the meantime, remove the roast garlic and 
squeeze it into the mayo. Stir in saffron and 
smoked paprika to taste. 

7 Scatter the fennel fronds over the bass. Place 
the oven dish, mayo and a bowl of winter greens 
on the table for your guests to share,

Edinburgh is a beautiful city crammed with 
awe-inspiring art , architecture and heritage

E dinburgh is the Athens of the 

North, or at least that’s how the 
city fancied itself as it gained a 
reputation as a centre of ideas in 
philosophy, economics and medicine in 
the 1700s. And it wasn’t too bold a claim. 

With more than 4,500 listed buildings, 
the beautiful Scottish capital is renowned 
for its architecture. The Royal Mile, 
a cobbled street lined with Reformation 
buildings, stone walls and turrets, leads 
the way through the Old Town to the 
magnificent medieval fortress that is 
Edinburgh Castle, while the New Town 
boasts pristine Georgian terraces. On one 
of these, you’ll find 24 Royal Terrace, 
a boutique hotel designed by architect 
William Playfair in the 1820s, which 
reopened in the summer after a million- 
pound overhaul. The original features of 
the building have been retained and the 
striking interior design partners antique 
furnishings with soft furnishings in rich, 
graphic-print Villa Nova fabrics that 
invoke a sense of Georgian grandeur for 
a more contemporary crowd. A black- 
and-white chequered floor leads you 
through the door to a smart, red-carpetted 
staircase. The ascent to your room will 
take some time, however, because the 
walls host the hotelier’s £500,000 private 


art collection, including works by 
Sir Terry Frost and Scottish artists like 
John Bellany and Henry Kondracki. 

Our Feature Deluxe suite had opulent 
Osborne & Fittle wallpaper in shades of 
silver and lilac, jewel-coloured fabrics 
and a roll-top bath that had crept out of 
the bathroom to make a statement. The 
room overlooked the tiered garden, from 
which you can access Calton Hill. Part of 
the city’s UNESCO 
World Heritage 
Site, the hill boasts 
magnificent views 
over the city. From 
there it’s a short 
walk into the 
centre, where you 
can choose to 
wander the Old 
or New Towns, 
separated by the 
lush, green Princes Street Gardens. 

Edinburgh is pretty compact, so you 
can get around most of it on foot. If the 
hotel’s art collection piques your interest, 
head for the Royal Scottish Academy in 
the centre of town. Other must-visits 
include the National Galleries of Scotland 
- the National (Old Town), Portrait (New 
Town) and Modem (West End). 


All this exploration requires fuel. The 
Witchery and Castle Terrace, both near 
Edinburgh Castle, regularly feature on 
lists of the city’s best restaurants, and The 
Kitchin, by Tom and Michaela Kitchin, 
has plenty of accolades to warrant the 
taxi ride to Leith waterfront. To sample 
the national cuisine, head for Broughton 
Street, where you can find haggis, neeps 
and tatties at the charming Cafe Nom De 
Plume. Look up 
Nell Nelson’s 
Edinburgh Food 
Safari for a 
walking tour that 
includes plenty of 
local delicacies. 

Back at the 
hotel, enjoy a 
nightcap at rt’s bar, 
which has a fine 
range of whiskies 
(the Royal Terrace nickname was once 
Whisky Row because so many spirit 
merchants lived there) and cocktails. 

Then retire to your room, where the 
Samsung Smart TV lets you stream your 
current box-set obsession from your own 
Netflix account. Who needs to visit 
Europe when a thoroughly Modem 
Athens is so very close?

WINNING 

FORMULA 

With secondary schools and problems with places back in the news, 
one local institution shows the way forward

I f I was a little more cynical, I would 
have raised an eyebrow at the 
trophy that greets me as I walk into 
Mark Hudson’s headmaster’s office 
at Kew House School - but you get the 
sense this is part of the norm at this 
incredibly successful independent senior 
school. ‘I didn’t think we would be a 
football school,’ he says, explaining it’s 
for winning a recent under 12 5-a-side 
tournament, ‘but that success flows 
through the school. Success breeds 
success. I am very keen to promote our 
sports people.’ 

Since opening its doors in September 
2013 - the third school managed by the 
Gardener Schools Group (formerly 
London Preparatory Schools) - Kew 
House School has experienced 
unprecedented success. ‘Remarkable,’ is 
how Mark sums up those three years. 
‘The enthusiasm of our parents and 
children has really been remarkable. The 
students love coming to school, they 
come in with a smile on their faces. It’s a 
happy, hard working school. The spirit 
and atmosphere has exceeded my wildest 
dreams. Parents like the curriculum 
structure, they love the 
facilities and most 
importantly they 
appreciate the quality 
of teaching.’ 

Demand for 
entrance at 11+ 
continues to grow - 
‘We have nearly 300 
students in the school, we probably 
expected to be at around 180 after year 
three,’ Mark smiles - so it’s little 
surprise that September 2016 will see the 
launch of their Sixth Form. ‘That was 
always intended,’ Mark points out, ‘Kew 
House was set up as an 11-18-year-old 
school. We have a brand new Sixth Form 


block on the drawing board. Our original 
Year 9s have now reached Year 11, so 
they will form the first intake to the 
Sixth Form in 2016, along with a few 
external students who will join at that 
point, subject to them meeting the 
entrance criteria. We will be looking for 
a level of maturity in those students. Do 
they share the 
enthusiasm for learning 
we have got here?’ 

As Mark gives me a 
guided tour, it’s 
amazing to see how 
much has changed at 
Kew House School 
since I first visited two 
years ago. There are new classrooms, 
state-of-the-art equipment, a theatre 
space that seats 300 - and by using some 
clever design tricks, the new Sixth Form 
block will actually see the school have 
more outside space rather than less. 

‘There will be 12 teaching spaces and, 
most importantly, we have designed an 


independent learning centre,’ Mark says 
on what to expect. ‘It’s my belief that 
students in the Sixth Form will need to 
adapt to being independent learners. We 
will be offering three A levels, although 
some may be able to do four. All lessons 
will be three hours long [Kew House 
School has become renowned for its 
longer lessons from Year 7 through to 
Year 11], two sessions a day, reflecting 
what they will experience at university.’ 

Everything about Kew House School 
exudes positivity and, with the demand, 
would they open another school? After a 
brief pause and smile, Mark does suggest 
the Gardener Schools Group are 
considering another site, but he’s quick 
to add: ‘I am not going anywhere.’ 
Expect many more trophies to be on 
show in the years to come. 

Kew House School is now accepting 
applications for Sixth Form entrance in 2016 
and will be holding an Open Evening on 19

In an 
age where children are bombarded with 
information almost every waking hour, 
mindfulness provides that much needed 
quiet moment to recoup and bring a sense 
of calm.

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A Problem Shared 

The Children’s Society are 
calling for counselling to be 
provided as mandatory in 
schools across England. 
Vocalising their feelings on a 
particular issue is the first 
step to encouraging children to be open 
about the problems or anxieties that they 
are facing at school and understand how 
to solve those problems. This can be 
easily integrated into home life, whether 
it’s a chat in the car on the way home 
from school or sitting down as a family a 
couple of nights a week to talk through 
everyone’s day. 


Extra- Curricular Activities 

There is nothing like getting outside of 
the classroom and doing other activities 
to really blow away those worries. 
Having a good range of extra-curricular 
interests that your child enjoys and aren’t 
exam-focused will allow them to build 
their confidence and understand that 
school, although crucially important, is 
only one aspect of a well-rounded part of 
growing up. Life is all about balance.

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TO DO LIST 

If it were possible to gift wrap the UK education system, what 
would parents, pupils and teachers wish for in 2016? 


I t has, as ever, been a busy year in 
the world of education with plenty 
of change occurring and 
developments unfolding. Everyone 
within education, as well as most 
parents, will have strong views on these 
matters. At this time of year, it seems the 
perfect time to delve into the thoughts of 
those involved in schools and ask what 
would make the ideal ‘presents’. 

I asked a wide variety of London- 
based people involved in education, 
ranging from Heads of Junior and Senior 
Schools, within both the state and 
independent sectors; exams officers; 
parents and children. Presents could be 
small or large; trivial or serious. We start 
with the Head of a well-known London 
Prep School who probably speaks for 
many when she told me ‘my ideal 
present for the education industry overall 
in 2016 would be less “red tape”, 
particularly with regard to Health and 
Safety, fewer changes and to allow 
schools to get on with the job of teaching 
the children in their care!’ This theme

echoed through a number of responses 
and there is a feeling amongst teachers 
of the desire to be able to get on with the 
professional job of teaching children. 

Another heartfelt cry came from Sam 
Waterkeyn, a talented Rugby-playing 
Year 10 boy, who has 
just started his GCSE 
courses and has 
reflected the opinions 
of many other Year 10 
pupils. He stated that 
the reintroduction of 
course work in the GCSE syllabus would 
be his suggested present. A father of 
three children in London day schools 
suggested that one single examination 
board for all examinees would be the 
ideal present to the education industry. 
Many would agree and perhaps this 
would also make exams officers, GCSE 
and A level candidates happy too. 

So what about parents? Sport in 
schools featured widely - there were 
requests for more rugby in state senior 
schools and more sport in schools, 


generally - and, in particular, more 
competitive sport. Aine Callington, 
mother of two sons at a local primary 
school, voiced the opinions of many 
parents when she told me: ‘Nothing 
annoys me more than the “everyone’s a 
winner” mentality. 
Life’s not that simple 
and to drive kids and 
make them more 
competitive they 
sometimes have to 
learn to lose.’ 
Succinctly put, another parent simply 
suggested: ‘The introduction of a new 
subject in schools called “Carrying your 
own pack in life”.’ 

Controversial? Perhaps. Personal 
opinions? Definitely, but certainly 
interesting. Happy Christmas to you all 
and let’s see what 2016 brings to the 
world of education.

T he skyline of south east 

London is criss-crossed with 
cranes, something that's 
immediately striking when 
approaching from any direction.
